HELSINGFORS, Finland, Dec. 31. 
(/)—-Prohibitionists and anti-prohibi- 
tionists alike admitted tonight as the 
returns’ came in from the country- 
wide referendum that 1932 is like- 
ly to be a wet year for Finland. 

In the former parliament build- 
ing 510 clerks worked in three shifts 
to tabulate the vote and by 9 o'clock 
their count of about one-fifth the to- 
tal vote indicated that 75 per cent 
were for repeal of the present pro- 
hibition laws, 24.2 per cent voted to 
retain the laws and 0.8 per cent for 
modification to permit the sale of 
light wines and beer. 

What surprised observers most was 
that 60 per cent of the repeal votes 
in early returns in this city were 
cast by women. 

The largest newspaper in Helsing- 


fors estimated on the basis of its 
own poll in various sections of the 
country that the final vote would 
show a 68 per cent majority for re- 
peal. 
“Reason has conquered,” said T. 
QO. Kivimaki, the minister of jus- 
tice. 

“The Finnish home has been saved,” 
said Professor Lucina Hagman, who 
was one of the most ardent drys 
among Finland’s women when the pro-

Senator Harris, democrat, of Geor- 
gia, who. is acquainted with the inci- 
dent, said tonight: “There is no scan- 
dal whatever connected with the af- 
fair—it was simply a case of neglect, 
which Mr. Walker himself helped the 
government to straighten out.”

$28,000 PAID GOVERNMENT

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—It was | 


revealed today that officials of the 
bureau of internal revenue have levied 
a tax assessment and penalty of more 
than $25,000 against former Gover- 
nor Clifford Walker, of Georgia, for 
failure to make a proper report in 
filing his income tax returns. 

Bureau officials would not com- 
ment on the case today. This ig. in 
keeping with.a strict legal injunction 
against divulging information of the 
kind, but from other sources it was 
learned that Governor Walker recent- 
ly settled: the case during a visit to 
Washington shortly before the Christ- 
mas holidays. 

He is reported to have been com-

ment of some $18,000 on income tax 
due, plus a penalty of $10,000 for 
Omission ‘in his returns, the _ total 
amounting to approximately $28,000. 
Heads of the bureau are understood 


to have insisted upon his assumption | 
of the full liability, refusing a com- | 


promise on the heavy penalty 
posed. 

The income tax year involved could 
not be learned definitely today, but it 
was reported to be shortly before or 
after the expiration of his last term 
as governor in 1927. Likewise the 
nature of the omission could not be 
determined. 

During his recent visit to Washing- 
ton Mr. Walker, accompanied by 
counsel, held an extended conference 
with bitreau officials. He is under- 
stood to have opposed the assessment 
and penalty with the plea that he was 
in ignorance of provisions of the fed- 
eral income tax law requiring a re- 
port on the income involved. 

The amount of unreported income is 
estimated-to be somewhere between 
$100,000 and $150,000, depending on 
the year covered. 

In refusing to modify the amount 
of the assessment and penalty, bureau 
officials are said to have reminded the 
former state executive that a grave 
violation of a federal statute was in- 
volved and that he was subject to 
prosecution. All suggestions of the 
latter were eliminated, however, by 
the agreement of Governor Walker to 
accept the assessment and penalty im- 


posed.

CHICAGO TAX LISI 
DECLARED INVALID 


City Faces Worst Finan- 
cial Crisis as It Is Rob- 
bed of Means To Collect. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 31.—(/)—The 
1928 and 1929 assessment rolls of 
'Cook county were held invalid today 


by County Judge Edmund K. Jarecki, 
plunging Chicago and county finances 
into more dangerous financial straits 
as more than $100,000,000 taxes for 
those years are yet unpaid. 

The validity of the 1930 tax rolls 
now due, is similarly menaced. 

The decision was given in a test 
case brought by taxpayers with the 
backing of an association of real es- 
late taxpayers. They challenged the 
validity of the assessments made by 
the county assessors and board of 
review on the grounds that a vast 
amount of personal property had been 
fraudulently. omitted from the rolls. 

As a result of the ruling, Chicago 
faces a possible receivership. No 
taxes can be collected under Judge 
Jarecki’s decision until a new as- 
sessment can be made and upheld. 

Unpaid taxes now total $140,000,- 
000 for the years 1928 and 1929 and 
the decision renders these virtually un- 
collectible. Of the 1928 taxes 22.2 
per cent or $51,748,209 have not been 
paid and for 1929 the unpaid per- 
centage is 35.3 and the total $97,-

Authorities Fear Mails 
Are Carrying Other 
Packages in Widespread 
Conspiracy of Murder. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.-—f)— 
The pick of federal investigators 
tonight tore at the maze of an appar- 
ently widespread New Year's Eve 
anti-fascist plot to deal death and de- 
struction through the east and mid- 
dle west by means of concealed bombs. 

Italian officials and public figures 
were the immediate object of the high- 
powered explosives spread through the 
majJs and by express. 

Six bombs, wrapped in packages and 
delivered along with the rest of the 
New Year's parcels, were intercepted 
iast night beforé they could accomplish 
their grim mission of death and de- 
struction. 

Three of the packages were address- 
ed to Chicagoans. One reached the 
office of Oscar Durante, member of 
the city board of education and editor 
of L’Italia, pro-fascist publication, 
who refused to accept it. The police 
took it to an outlying quarry where 
it was exploded by means of rifle bul- 
lets, “with enough force,” according 
to Detective Chief William Shoemaker, 
“to tear up a city block.” 

Packages addressed to the Chicago 
offices of the Associated Press and 
to the Italian .consul in Chicago, 
Guiseppi Castruceio, were 
too late in the day for marksmen to 
fire at, and it was planned to attempt 
to set- them off tomorrow. 

The Durante and Castruccio parcels 
were shipped from New York by ex- 
press and that received by the Asso- 
ciated Press was sent by mail from 
Chicago. 

Postal officials, although undeter- 
mined whether the package sent to 
the Chicago Associated Press office 
contained explosives, were considera- 
bly concerned, inasmuch as the Ash- 
land building, housing the news serv- 
ice’s offices, also is occupied by head- 
quarters of a number of Italian or- 
ganizations, including the Unione Si- 
cilia and the Italian Chamber of Com- 
merce,

Increased consumption of electrie 
power, long recognized as one of the 
most accurate barometers of general 
business conditions, has been register- 
ed during each of the six months 
from June through November over 
the same months of 1930 in the ter- 
ritory served by the Georgia Power 
Company, it was made known here 
Thursday by P. S. Arkwright, presi- 
dent of the company. Confidence was 
expressed by Mr. Arkwright that the 
December figures when ready would 
likewise show an increase over De- 
cember, 1930. 

Mr. Arkwright’s statement was con- 
tained in a letter sent to stockholders 
of the company along with checks to- 
talling $863,195.75 covering January 
1 quarterly dividend payments on the 
company’s $6 and $5 preferred stock. 

_Contrasting the improvement begin- 
ning in June with conditions during 
the first five months of the year, 
when each month showed a decrease 
in the use of electricity under the 
same month in 1930, Mr. Arkwright 
said, “the maintaining of this increase, 
even thought slight, over a period of 
six months in succession would seem 
to indicate that business conditions in 
Georgia are becoming stabilized and 
that the groundwork is being laid for 
an improvement in 1932. We are fac- 
ing the new year with a feeling of 
confidence tempered only by the con- 
structively conservative policies which 
must be followed until nationwide and 
worldwide conditions have adjusted 
themselves.” 

Stockholders of the company were 
assured by Mr. Arkwright that the 
company had earned a “comfortable 
and comforting” margin over and 


f| above the $6 and $5 preferred stock 


dividend, although the company’s net 
income had “suffered a sharp redue- 
tion” due to external business condi- 
tions which he described as “the most 
unfavorable in the entire history of 
the company.” An earnings state- 
ment accompanying Mr. Arkwright’s 
letter and covering the 12 months end- 
ing November 30 showed #. decrease 
of $1,034,794.14 in the company’s net 
income under the similar period of the 
preceding year.

Along about 4 o’clock, when the New Year head- 
aches are slowing down to normal, the kick-off will be 
made and Tulane will be in there against the fire-eating, 
hydra-headed monsters from Southern California. 

This should not be espe- 
cially beneficial to Tulane, despite the claims to that effect. The 


Green Wave may have a moist name, but it needs dry fields} 


for its speed and passes. And its line is as heavy as that of the 
Trojans’ and its backs not quite so weighty. 

It has been pointed out that the Alabama team that 
went out to Washington State and Stanford was accorded 
no more chance than that given the Green Wave today 
—practically no chance at all. 

Tech was picked to win by no writer on the coast. And 
when Alabama went last winter to meet Washington State only 
one writer on the coast. picked the Crimson eleven from Dixie 
to bring home the bacon. 

It may be that the Tulane eleven hasn’t been read- 
ing the papers. It may be that the Green Wave will be- 
come a tidal wave and sweep through and over the Tro- 
jans. It may be that the Wave will act as did the Red 
Sea on the pursuing army. 

The cold facts are, however, that Tulane hasn’t anywhére 
near the reserves which El Trojan owns. And I look to see a 
game, hard-fighting team break and lose by two or three touch- 
downs. 

If Tulane can keep the ball, which will mean that 
their offense is working, the Trojans won’t be in such a 
happy condition.’ If Tulane can take it each time and 
bring it to the Trojan 30 or 35-yard line and then kick 
it over the line or out of bounds near the 5 or 10-yard 
line—the afternoon will be very uncomfortable for El 
Trojan.

Four Bids—a Grand Slam Made 


BY ELY CULBERTSON, 
World’s Champion Player and Greatest Card Analyst 


I have always contended that at} 
the base of any successful system of | 
bidding there must be an accurate 
system of hand valuation, otherwise 
all bids, whether for game, for part- 
score or for Slam, are little better 
than guessing tests and it matters lit- 
tle how expert guessers the card play- 
ers may be. There are two things 
about guesses. They are either right 
or wrong. 

The Official System, which Mr. Lenz 
advocates and which he is using in his 
battle of 1,001 hands with me in New 
York, does not have any system of 
correctly evaluating the high cards. 
Instead, people who use it are ad- 
vised to make their own selection of 
card valuation rules. This would be 
very similar to a builder offering to 
erect for you a skyscraper such as the 
Empire State building and guarantee 
its solidity, but permit you to deter- 
mine whether that building, stretching 
high into the air, should have any 
foundation or none. Obviously such a 
structure is weakened from the be- 
ginning. 

A vivid example of the failure to 
have an adequate measuring stick and 
correctly apply it is given by hand No, 
10 of the match, which was the sec- 
ond hand of rubber No. 2:

“The German nation is entitled to 
sincere thanks and high appreciation 
for the spirit of sacrifice in which 
they have borne their past sufferings, 
he continued. 

“But the greatness of the sacrifices 
we are making entitles us to expect 
other countries not to make our re- 
covery impossible by the imposition of 
impossible tasks. 

“In the disarmament question, too, 
Germany must not be deprived of its 
due rights. Our demand for equal 
security is so clear as to be incon- 
trovertible,” 

Recalling the battle of Tannenberg, 
he coneluded “God helped us before 
out of our deép distress and He will 
not forsake us now.” 

He appealed to the whole nation 


not to be discouraged but to continue 
to believe in the fatherland.

Employes Loyal. 

Many of the company’s employes 
are working on short’ time’ becaase 
there is not enough business to keep 
them at work, Anderson said, but 
they remain loyal to the company 
and “no outside aid will be required 
or accepted.”
